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FORWARD 
INDIAN BAND BYLAW HANDBOOK 
The purpose of this handbook is to provide information which will enhance 
the preparation, the drafting, and reviewing of bylaws. 
The handbook is non-technical and simple enough to be easy to use for 
everybody who wishes to do so. It is a revised and up-dated version of a 
manual written in 1981 in the Statutory Requirements Division. 
The handbook is designed as a guide for the user's assistance and is not 


intended to be a final authority on bylaws. Please use only as a reference 


or for training purposes, 
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1. INTRODUCTION 


1.1 Origin of the bylaw making power 


Every governing institution in Canada receives its authority to make 
laws from legislative enactments. The federal and provincial governments 
have the power to make laws in respect to subject areas listed in the 


Constitution Act, 1982 (formerly the Constitution Act, 1867). 


In the case of the Indians of Canada, both federal and provincial 
governments have the authority to make laws which may affect anyone on 
reserves. The difficulty is to determine where the bylaw making power of 


Indian bands rests in relation to the powers of those governments. 


The Constitution Act gives the federal Parliament the authority to 
enact laws in respect of "Indians, and lands reserved for the Indians" 
(*section 91(24) of the Constitution Act, 1867). The Indian Act was 


enacted pursuant to that section. 


On the other hand, provincial governments have the power to enact 
laws of general application, also applicable to Indians, as long as the 
laws relate to an area coming within a provincial head of power under 
section 92 of the Constitution Act and are not inconsistent with any 
orders, rules, regulations or bylaws made under the Indian Act (cf. 


section 88 of the Indian Act). 


1.2 Band council bylaw making power 


The various Indian band councils derive their power to make bylaws 
from the federal jurisdiction over sini anee and lands reserved for 
Indians". This power is exercised for the specific purposes outlined in 
sections 81, 83 and 85.1 of the Indian Act, Every bylaw passed by a 
council must clearly fit into one of the categories listed in those 
sections of the Indian Act. A bylaw which does not fit within the 


specified categories is considered to be outside the authority given under 
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the Act (ultra vires) and could be declared invalid if challenged in a 


court of law. 


1.3 Definitions 


As ra Band Council Resolution (B.C.R.): 


There is often confusion concerning a resolution and the form on 
which that resolution is recorded. A resolution is the formal expression 


of a decision of the band council adopted by a vote of the band council. 


The form is an administrative method of recording the council's 
decision. In itself, use of the form does not make the resolution more 
binding, legal or effective. In all instances, a record of the council's 


decisions made at a duly convened meeting must be maintained. 


For example: 


When a band council calls a meeting to discuss a subject of concern 
to its members, any motion which is put to a vote and agreed on by council 


(adopted motion) is referred to as a "resolution" of the band council. 


In the event that a resolution deals with a subject which is properly 
the subject matter of a bylaw under section 81, 83 or 85.1, the band 
council would have to enact a bylaw in order to make the provisions of the 


B.C.R. enforceable. 


13,2 ByLaw: 


A bylaw is legislation enacted by the band council pursuant to the 
authority granted in section 81, 83 or 85.1. Bylaws are intended to 
regulate the affairs of band members and others on the reserve(s) over 


which the band council has authority. 


AR Motion: 


A motion is a formal proposal made at a duly convened meeting of the 


band council, proposing that specified action be taken. 


2. GENERAL 


2.1 A band council exercises its powers by resolution or by bylaw. 
The Indian Act enumerates the subjects on which a bylaw may be enacted 


(see sections 81, 83 and 85.1 of the Act). 


y hei J In other instances a resolution may be sufficient. For example, 
a resolution is required when the subject is one of administration, 
especially internal administration, and is a declaration of the intention 
or opinion of a council. These resolutions may be used to appoint a band 
administrator, a lawyer or other band staff, such as bylaw enforcement 


officers, clerks or secretaries. 


Ded A bylaw is legislation that applies with respect to the reserve, 
to members of the band and others on the reserve for which it was adopted. 
It sets down rules that will continue to apply to various situations as 
they arise. All persons within the reserve, whether they are residents or 
visitors, band members or not, are bound by that bylaw. It is not only 
binding on the people but also on the band council as a whole and on each 


individual member of the council. 


2.4 The council has sole responsibility for the drafting, the 
content, the enactment, the amendments to and the enforcement of a bylaw. 
In addition, a council must be prepared to assist a prosecutor in proving 


the legal validity of a bylaw if it is relied on in court. 


3. DRAFTING 


3.1 A bylaw must be based on statutory authority and must stay 
within the terms of that authority. The authority to make bylaws is 


specifically described in sections 81, 83 and 85.1 of the Act. 


Se2 The bylaw may have some connection with other statutes or 
regulations. Therefore, those statutes or regulations must also be 


considered and taken into account when drafting a bylaw. 


Por example: 


Regulations have been made by the Governor-in-Council pursuant to 
section 73 of the Indian Act regarding traffic, waste disposal, health, 
band council procedures, and other topics. A bylaw enacted by a band 
council dealing with the above cannot be inconsistent with the 


Regulations; it has to comply with them. 


It is also likely that a law enforcement agency would be reluctant to 
enforce a bylaw passed under paragraphs (c) or (d) of subsection 81(1) 
(governing law and order or disorderly conduct and nuisance) of the Act 
that covers situations already provided for in the Criminal Code of 


Canada. 


3.3 If a band council has not enacted a bylaw in an area where it 
has the authority to do so, provincial laws in that area may apply to the 


reserve pursuant to section 88 of the Act. 


4. PROCEDURE FOR THE BYLAW MAKING POWER 


4,1 In order for a bylaw to be validly enacted, it must meet all 
Statutory conditions. Subsection 82(1) of the Indian Act stipulates that 
a copy of the bylaw enacted pursuant to section 81 shall be mailed to the 


Minister within four (4) days of its enactment. If it is faxed, the date 


of sending is equivalent to the mailing date. It is not necessary to send 
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the copy to the Minister personally; mailing it to a district or regional 
office of the Department of Indian Affairs or to the Band Governance 
Directorate at headquarters meets this requirement. Failure to meet this 
requirement puts the legal validity of the bylaw in question and may 


result in a court striking down a bylaw. 


4.2 Section 82 of the Indian Act stipulates that a bylaw made under 
section 81 shall come into force 40 days after a copy is mailed to the 
Minister unless it is disallowed or declared to be in force by him within 
that period. Therefore, it is essential that the bylaw state its date of 
enactment. Furthermore, a record should be kept of the actual date the 


bylaw was mailed to the Minister. 
For example: 


A paragraph, at the bottom of each bylaw, can be added to read as 


follows: 


Ma chief/councillor (as the case may be) 
of the Indian Band, do hereby certify that a true 
copy of the foregoing bylaw was forwarded to the Minister of Indian 


Affairs and Northern Development pursuant to subsection 82(1) of the 


Indian Act this day of nee be ees 
(Signature ) (Signature) 
Witness chief /councillor 


Most bylaws do not contain that paragraph. In that case, the only 
way of knowing the date of the mailing of a bylaw rests on the date of the 
postmark. Therefore, retaining the envelope attached to the bylaw as 
evidence of the date of mailing and of the starting date for the 40 day 
disallowance period is important. Band councils should consider the use 


of registered mail or telex transmissions, as well. 


ee 


4.3 Bylaws passed under section 83 (money bylaws), which require the 
approval of the Minister to be effective, will become effective on the 


date of that approval, 


4.4 Bylaws adopted pursuant to section 85.1] (intoxicant bylaws) do 
not need the approval of the Minister and the disallowance power does not 
apply. They are recorded as soon as they are received at Departmental 

headquarters and the effective date is their date of enactment. But keep 
in mind that they need the membership approval pursuant to Section 85 to 


be valid. 


4,5 It should be emphasized that section 82 permits the Minister to 
disallow a bylaw before the end of the 40 day period following its 
forwarding to the Minister or to declare it to be in force before that 
period is over. In other words, it does not require the Minister to 
actually approve all bylaws passed under section 81. This differs from 
bylaws enacted under section 83 of the Act which do require the approval 


of the Minister in order to become effective. 


4.6 Where a bylaw prohibits a person from acting in a certain manner 
Or imposes an obligation on someone, it must impose a penalty for 
disobeying the bylaw. Such a bylaw would not be effective without a means 
of enforcement. Only those penalties that are set out in the Act under 


paragraph 81(1)(r) may be used by a band council as punishment. 


For example: 


For the violation of a bylaw made under section 81, the band council 
may impose a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars ($1,000) or a term of 
imprisonment not exceeding thirty days (30), or both, upon summary 


conviction, These are maximum penalties. 


It should be noted that a council cannot impose a minimum fine or 
term of imprisonment in a bylaw - this is to be left to the judge 


presiding over the legal action. 
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For the violation of a bylaw under section 83, the penalties are 
specified in paragraphs 83(1)(e) and (e.1) and for a bylaw under 
section 85.1, the punishment is provided for in subsection 85.1 (4) of the 


Act. 


For example: 


A clause providing for the ban of a band member from the reserve for 
violating the provisions of a bylaw would not be effective since this is 


not a penalty contemplated by paragraph 81(1)(r). 


The same comment applies for a penalty imposing a three month term of 
imprisonment for the violation of a bylaw under section 81 or the search 
for and seizure of materials as these penalties are not permitted by the 


Act under section 8l. 


4.7 The Indian Act does not require a bylaw to be drafted or 
prepared by any particular person; this may be decided by the council. 

For instance, a lawyer can be hired for that purpose. In making such a 
decision it should be remembered that the council is ultimately 
responsible for the contents of a bylaw. This means that the enactment of 
a bylaw cannot be delegated to another body. If the validity or 
interpretation of the bylaw is questioned, the test of its validity will 


take place in a court of law. 


4.8 A bylaw is supposed to be binding and valid. However, its 
legality and enforceability cannot be guaranteed by the Department of 


Indian Affairs, regardless of who prepared it. 


The coming into force or the approval of a bylaw is not an 
expression of opinion by the Minister that the bylaw is valid. Only a 


court of law has the authority to determine the validity of a bylaw. 


4.9 If bylaws are to be enforced by the Royal Canadian Mounted 


Police (RCMP) or any other law enforcement agency, the band council should 


get in touch with that agency in order to explain the purpose of the 
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bylaw and to determine whether the bylaw is in a form which can be 


enforced by the agency. 


4.10 The form and appearance of a bylaw should be consistent, as this 
makes its administration and reference from year to year eaSier. Where 
there is more than one page, each page should be numbered so there can be 
no doubt as to which bylaw reference is being made in subsequent pages, 


and also to ensure that no pages are missing. 


4,11 It is possible that the department, following the recording of a 
bylaw, will make written suggestions for its improvement to the council. 
The council may enact either a new bylaw repealing the former one, or an 
amending bylaw that includes the modifications. In both cases, the bylaw 
should have a new number and date of enactment. A bylaw cannot be 


modified by a B.C.R. - only a bylaw can amend or repeal another bylaw. 


4.12 The powers of band councils bear some similarities to those of 
municipalities. In order to ensure that their bylaws are found valid by 
the courts, municipalities must have clear authority in the statutes of 
the province that created them to enact bylaws concerning various 
subjects. When a court finds that parts of a bylaw are beyond a 
municipality's authority, the court will invalidate those parts. The 
whole bylaw may be declared invalid unless it is shown that the municipal 
council would still have enacted the remainder of the bylaw had it known 


that certain parts would be found invalid. 


a. SUMMARY 


Sik A bylaw is equally binding on the council and its individual 


members, and on any person on the Reserve. 


5.2 A bylaw must be passed at a duly convened meeting of the council 
at which a quorum is reached. The consent of a majority of the 


councillors present is sufficient to enact a bylaw. 


meet 


5.3 The bylaw must be within the express powers given to the council 
by the Indian Act, or within the council's implied "ancillary" powers, 
i.e., those powers necessary to assist in carrying out the objects of the 


bylaw. 


5.4 It must not be inconsistent with the Indian Act or any federal 


regulations made under it. 


5.5 It must be made in the best interests of the residents and not 


to serve any particular or private interests. 


5.6 It must not discriminate. 

5.7 It must be reasonable and it should relate to the needs of the 
community. 

5.8 All conditions necessary to its enactment must be observed. 
5.9 A schedule may be attached to a bylaw and be made part of it. 
5.10 It must have certainty of meaning. The courts will generally 


refuse to enforce a bylaw in which the provisions are not clearly and 


definitely expressed, 


5.11 The inclusion of a penalty that is not within the scope 


permitted by the Act is not acceptable. 


5.12 The bylaw may be drafted by any body or person, but it must be 


enacted by the council. 
5.13 The council is responsible for all bylaws it enacts. 
5.14 The legal validity of a bylaw cannot be guaranteed. Like all 


laws it is subject to interpretation by a court of law if challenged. The 


approval of a section 83 bylaw by the Minister or the non-use of the 


6. 
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Minister's power of disallowance in the case of a section 81 bylaw or the 


registration of section 85.1 bylaws does not change this situation. 


6.1 


DISALLOWANCE AND RECORDING PROCESS FOR BYLAWS 


Bylaws adopted under section 81: 


6.1.1 Subsection 82(1) of the Act provides that a copy of every 
bylaw made under subsection 81(1) must be forwarded to the Minister 
within 4 days of its enactment. Subsection 82(2) stipulates that a 
bylaw comes into force 40 days after a copy is sent to the Minister 
unless it is disallowed during that period. At the end of that time 
the bylaw comes into effect unless the Minister declared it to be in 
force before the expiration of the 40 day period. The 40 day period 
runs from the date the bylaw is mailed or given to an officer of the 
Department - e.g., the Minister's Office or the Regional, District or 


Headquarters Office. 


6512 The disallowance power is usually exercised when one of the 
criteria set out by the Standing Joint Committee on the Scrutiny of 
Regulations has been breached or exceeded. (See Appendix A). Indian 
band councils have the right to enact bylaws on the subjects 
specified in section 81 of the Indian Act and the policy of the 
Department of Indian Affairs is to make every effort not to unduly 


interfere with the rights of a band council to pass bylaws. 


Reasons For Disallowance: 


1. If a bylaw is clearly beyond the powers of the council and it does 
not fall within the list of subjects enumerated in subsection 81(1). 
For example: 


a) Paragraph 81(1)m of the Act covers the control and prohibition 


of public games, sports, races, athletic contests and other 


SAL 


amusements. It does not include the power to regulate bingos or 
lotteries by bylaw. The council would be restricted to the 
control or prohibition of sports, races, athletic contests and 


places of amusements, 


A bylaw regulating lotteries would be in conflict with 
sections 206 and 207 of the Criminal Code which prohibit 
gambling and games of chance and that empower a province to 
issue a licence for the conduct and management of lotteries. 


The game of bingo is a game of chance, 


b) The power to prohibit does not include the power to regulate but 
the power to regulate includes the power to prohibit certain 
parts of activities. These powers must be specifically given to 


band councils; they cannot be implied. 


The power to regulate the conduct and activities of hawkers and 
peddlers or others who enter the reserve does not include the | 


power to prohibit those activities. 


c) All bylaws must apply only within the limits of the boundaries 
of the reserve. A fishing or hunting permit cannot apply 


outside the boundaries of the reserve. 


2s If the bylaw conflicts with other specific legislation. A band 
council is restricted to making bylaws under section 81 that are not 
inconsistent with the Indian Act or any regulation made by the 


Minister or the Governor-in-Council pursuant to the Indian Act. 


For example: 


A bylaw made under paragraph 81(1)(b), concerning the "regulation of 
traffic" must be consistent with the Indian Reserve Traffic 


Regulations made under section 73 of the Indian Act.

ie 


A bylaw made under section 81(1)(h), concerning the ''construction, 


repair and use of buildings" should be consistent with the National 


Building Code and the Provincial Building Code of the province in 


which the reserve is located. 


If the bylaw gives discretionary power to the band council or a 
person designated by the band council to make certain decisions 
affecting the rights of individuals on the reserve without setting 


out how that discretion must be exercised. 


For example: 


6.2 


Where a bylaw sets out a scheme for issuing permits for residency, 
pursuant to paragraph 81(1)(p.1), the criteria used to decide whether 
a person is entitled to a permit or not must be clearly set out in 
the bylaw. The council cannot give itself or an officer the 
discretion to make that decision in an arbitrary way or retain for 
itself the power to make a decision each time a case comes up. Where 
a bylaw gives the council power to make decisions affecting an 
individual, that individual has the right to know on what grounds or 
conditions the decision will be made. As a matter of policy, the 
conditions or criteria on which a decision will be based must be 


described in the bylaw. 


Bylaws ted under section 83: 


Since the coming into force of the Kamloops Amendment (Bill C-115) in 
July 1988 there is no longer a requirement for a band to be declared 
to be in an "advanced state of development" in order to pass money 
bylaws. Money bylaws must receive ministerial approval. All 

bylaws passed under section 83 must be forwarded to the Indian Tax 


Secretariat in headquarters of the Department. 
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6.3 Bylaws adopted under section 85.1; 


6.3.1 Prior to the enactment of Bill C-31 in June 1985, the 
Indian Act provided that intoxicants were forbidden on reserves 
unless approved by referendum. These provisions of the Act were 
found tc be contrary to the Canadian Bill of Rights. Section 85.1 
now gives the authority to band councils to enact bylaws prohibiting 
the sale, supply or manufacture and the possession of intoxicants on 
the reserve, as well as prohibiting persons from being intoxicated on 


the reserve, 


6.3.2 In order to enact a bylaw regarding intoxicants, the 
council must call a special meeting for the purpose of considering 
the bylaw and the majority of the band electors present at that 
meeting must assent to it. It should be noted that the Minister has 
no power to disallow bylaws enacted under section 85.1 of the Act, 
nor must section 85.1 bylaws be approved by the Minister. 
Accordingly, such bylaws come into force on the day of their 
enactment by the council. A copy of the bylaw must be sent to the 
Minister within four days of its enactment. Band councils must 
erence that the procedural requirements of section 85.1 are met in 
order to be certain that the legal validity of a bylaw made under 
this section cannot be questioned because of a failure to meet the 


procedural requirements of the Indian Act. 


7. STATUTORY INSTRUMENTS ACT REQUIREMENTS 


Vokol The Statutory Instruments Act was passed in 1972 by the 
Parliament of Canada. The aim of the Act is to ensure that all 
regulations and other statutory instruments, such as bylaws, are properly 
enacted, aS set out in subsection 3(2) of the Act. The Act requires the 
examination, the registration and publication of regulations and certain 


statutory instruments in the Canada Gazette. 
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talkez An exemption from examination and publication was obtained in 
1972 for bylaws enacted under sections 81 and 83 of the Indian Act. In 
June 1987, the Statutory Instruments Regulations were amended to exempt 
all bylaws passed by band councils under sections 81, 83 and 85.1 from 


examination, publication and registration. 


7.1.3 While bylaws are not required to be processed according to the 
requirements of the Statutory Instruments Act, the underlying concepts of 
that Act regarding notification to the persons who may be affected by the 
bylaw, the right of access to the bylaw and the principle of fairness 


still apply. 


Furthermore, subsection 11(2) of the Statutory Instruments Act 
provides that no person shall be convicted of an offence for contravening 
an unpublished bylaw unless the band council proves that the bylaw is 
exempted from publication in the Canada Gazette and that reasonable steps 
were taken to bring the bylaw to the attention of persons who may be 
affected by it. An individual has the right to inspect and obtain copies 


of bylaws (sections 24, 25 of the Statutory Instruments Act). 
7.1.4 Band councils should ensure that: 


- a notice is published in a local newspaper regarding the passing 
of a bylaw and its intent; 

- copies of the bylaw are posted on the reserve in conspicuous 
places; and 

- a copy is retained in the band office in order to permit an 


individual to inspect it and obtain a copy. 


8, FORM 


8.1 There are no special requirements contained in the Act stating 
that a bylaw must be prepared in any particular form or by any particular 


person. Since there are no established rules, the following suggestions 
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may be taken into account. They are based primarily on practices followed 


by many communities, 


8.2 In order to avoid confusion as to whether the document is a 
bylaw or a resolution, it is recommended that the bylaw itself not be 
placed on a Band Council Resolution form but rather on a special form 
selected by the band council. A bylaw should not be called an Act or Law 


or a Regulation even though the meanings of these terms are similar. 


8.3 The usual bylaw has five major parts - the title and numbering, 
the preamble (including the enacting clause), the interpretation clause, 


the definition provisions and the enacting sections. 


8.3.1 The title identifies the subject matter and purpose of a 
bylaw. It should be as concise as possible while including a short 


description of the substance of the bylaw. 


For example: 


"Bylaw respecting residency" gives the reader a clear idea of what 


the bylaw is about. 


However, "Bylaw to amend Bylaw #15-87" does not give the reader any 
information about the subject matter of the bylaw. It would be preferable 


to give a title to the amending bylaw as well as a new number. 


For example: 


"Bylaw # of the Indian band respecting residency, 


a bylaw to amend bylaw #15-87. 


8.3.2 The preamble or recitals outline the basic reasons for 
enacting the bylaw and may give the historical, social or statutory 
background for the bylaw. It should generally include the statutory 
authority on which the bylaw is based using the language of the Indian 


Act. For bylaws made under section 85.1 of the Indian Act, the preamble 
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should indicate that the bylaw was assented to by a majority of the 
electors of the band who voted at a special meeting of the band called by 
the council for the purpose of considering the bylaw, and give the date of 


that meeting. 


For example: 


"WHEREAS the Council of the Indian Band desires to 
establish a bylaw governing the health of the residents of the 


Indian Reserve; and 


WHEREAS the Council of the band is empowered to make a bylaw 
governing the health of residents, and any matter ancillary thereto and 
the imposition of a penalty for the violation thereof pursuant to 


paragraphs 81(1)(a), (q) and (r) of the Indian Act." 


8.3.3 The preamble should be followed by an enacting clause. The 
two most important points to be included are (a) that it is the Council of 


the band that makes the bylaw; and (b) that which follows is a bylaw. 


In our previous example, (a) and (b) are included in the preamble, 
therefore the enacting clause can be as simple as "The following is hereby 
enacted", However, if the requirements as stated in (a) and (b) are not 
contained in the preamble, in order to show that the following is in fact 
a bylaw and is being passed by the Council, the enacting clause could 


read: 


"Now therefore the Council of the Indian Band hereby 


enacts as a bylaw thereof as follows:" 


8.3.4 The lack of any of the above would probably not affect the 
legality of the bylaw. However, when considering a bylaw, some courts 
will take into account the wording of the preamble in order to find out 
the intent of the council and clarify the meaning of the enactment 


clauses. 


ol 


8.3.5 The interpretation clause states that all definitions 
contained in the bylaw shall bear the same meaning as those included in 


the Act unless the band council wishes to give them a narrower meaning. 


8.3.6 The definitions contained in a bylaw need not be 
exhaustive. They may be used to define different words in the bylaw that 


might require interpretation if not defined. 
A word or expression should be defined only where: 


- it is not being used in its dictionary meaning or is being used in 
only one of several dictionary meanings in order to avoid ambiguity; 

- defining it will avoid repetition of words in the text of the bylaw; 
or 

- the definition is intended to limit or extend the provisions of the 


bylaw. 


Different words should not be used to express the same meaning and 
the same word should not be used to express different meanings. Familiar 
words should be used; for example, it is better to use the word "end" than 


"terminate". 


The word ''shall'' should be used only when an obligation is to be 
imposed on a person. The word ''may'’ should be used where a permission, 


benefit, right or privilege is to be given. 


Words should be arranged in an alphabetical order and at the 
beginning of the bylaw so that the reader knows the exact meaning of the 


terms used in the provisions that follow. 


8.3.7 The enactments or enacting sections should be written as 
clearly as possible so that they are not open to interpretation. If a 
lengthy combination of words is to be used a number of times throughout a 


bylaw, it is suggested that the combination be indicated and defined in 


the definitions. 
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8.4 A statement of assent and the date on which the bylaw was passed 


by the council at a duly convened meeting must be included. 


For example: 


“Approved and passed at a duly convened meeting of the council of the 


Indian Band this day of gy Te cee 


8.5 As further evidence of the bylaw being passed, the Signatures of 
the responsible officials of the band council should be annexed. Most 
bands have their bylaws signed by the members of the council who were 
present at the time of the passing of the bylaw. There is no regulation 
governing that aspect of the enactment of bylaws; it is therefore a matter 


of the policy, practice or custom of band councils. 


8.6 It should be noted that subsection 2 (3) of the Indian Act 
States ",... a power conferred upon the council of a band shall be deemed 
not to be exercised unless it 1S exercised pursuant to the consent of a 
majority of the councillors present at a meeting of the council duly 

' 


convened...''. The power to make bylaws must be exercised by the band 


council in this manner. 


8.7 In addition, for those bands which are under the election system 
of the Indian Act, the Indian Band Council Procedure Regulations apply. 

These Regulations give some directives regarding the size and conduct of a 
duly convened meeting and in particular indicate the need for and the size 


of a quorum in a council meeting. 


8.8 It 1s suggested that the following wording and procedure would 


better serve the purpose of clarifying that the council's authority was 


properly exercised: 
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"Be it known that this bylaw entitled " " is hereby 
enacted as bylaw No. by the Council of the 

(name ) Band of Indians at a duly convened 
meeting of the said Council held on the day of

9. 


PROCESSING 


9,1 The processing of bylaws by the council is governed partly by 
the Indian Band Council Procedure Regulations for bands under section 74 
of the Act for their elections and partly by the procedural bylaw of the 
council, if it has one; if it doesn't have one, by the normal custom of 
the council. There is no procedure established in the Indian Act or its 
Regulations, other than the fact that a bylaw must be enacted at a duly 
convened meeting of the council by the majority of the members present at 


that meeting. 


9.2 It is recommended, however, that the procedure for the passing 
of bylaws should ensure that all members of council are aware of the 
proposed contents of the bylaw so that a full discussion may take place. 
It should also permit the band members to know of the passing of a bylaw 
and ideally, the proposed consideration of a bylaw. For this purpose, the 
band council could post copies in conspicuous places or print notices ina 


local newspaper. 


9.3 As an example of a system for processing bylaws, most provinces 
require municipalities operating under their statutes to study any bylaw 
at least three times before the bylaw can be passed into law. Some 
provinces even prevent a municipal council from giving all three readings 
at a single council meeting unless all members of council are present, or 
only with the unanimous consent of all councillors. During the process, 


the bylaws are studied clause by clause by the council. 


9.4 Regardless of the actual system, the fact that a particular 
bylaw has been considered and enacted must be recorded in the minutes of 


the council meeting at which it was passed. The resolution could read as 


follows: 


"Moved by councillor "X'', seconded by councillor "Y"', 
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That the bylaw entitled " " be and the same is hereby 


approved and enacted as Bylaw (number) of the council of the -~ 


Band of Indians, and further that the chief and each member of 


council be authorized to sign the same," 


10, NUMBERING 


10.1 Bylaws should be numbered in a set, consecutive, orderly system. 
This system will vary from band to band but once it has been established 
by a band it should be maintained for future reference purposes. The more 


common systemsS are: 


(i) a straight numerical system commencing at ByLaw No. 1. This is 
the simplest system but gives no rapid indication as to the age, 
type or other reference of the bylaw. 

(ii) another reasonably simple system which relates the bylaw to its 
passing date iS a consecutive numerical system in which the year 
of enactment becomes part of the number (such as 1967.21, 


2967 OF 21.67). 


10.2 The system which is adopted is of course a decision to be made 
by the band council. It should be designed to be flexible, easy to follow 


and maintain, easy to index, and able to indicate continuity in numbering. 


11. INDEXING AND FILING 


11.1 Section 82 of the Indian Act states in part "...A copy of every 
bylaw... shall be forwarded by mail ... to the Minister...". A signed 
original copy of the bylaw should be retained in the band office - 
properly indexed and safely filed for easy reference. (See also section rf 
re Statutory Instruments Act). In order to meet the requirements of 
section 82, the band council should also forward a signed original copy or 


a certified true copy of the bylaw to the department. This will prove the 


bona fides of the bylaw and ensure that an original copy of the 


9) = 


bylaw is available for certification as a true copy pursuant to section 86 


of the Indian Act. 


11.2 It is evident of course that the original copy of all bylaws 
must be filed and maintained in such a way as to prevent loss or 
destruction. Probably this can be accomplished best by having at least 
two signed original duplicates. One set of the originals would be kept in 
a safe or other fireproof area and bound at regular intervals. Where the 
band office is not equipped for this purpose, perhaps one set of the 
Original duplicates could be kept in the district office. These Originals 
would in fact be those retained for safekeeping. The second set of 
originals could be bound in a loose leaf binder to be used for day to day 
reference. This set could also be kept in a reasonably safe place and 


separate from the first set as a type of insurance. 


11.3 It may be helpful to have extra copies of all of the band bylaws 
on hand. These copies could be kept in appropriate files for easy 

reference, supplied to members of the staff, band administration and band 
council for their use and where necessary, with the law enforcement agency 


responsible for policing the reserve. 


11.4 The need for maintaining an accurate and up-to-date index of all 
bylaws should be practiced by band councils since the band clerk or 
administrator is not likely to be there during the entire life of the band 
and any new employee may have difficulty locating the bylaws. It is 
therefore essential that a complete index be maintained. The index should 


be an expandable system to which additions can be easily made. 


12, REVIEW AND AMENDING 


12.1 All bylaws should be reviewed from time to time to make sure 
they are still doing the job for which they were drafted. Times, 
conditions, and attitudes change and bylaws may quickly become out of 


date, There is nothing wrong with amending a bylaw - as a matter of fact 


amendments may be required as bylaws become dated. 
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1252 The amending or repealing of bylaws is done in the same way as 
passing the original bylaw, but must include an enactment to the effect 
that a given section of a preceding bylaw is amended or repealed. A bylaw 
can only be amended or repealed by another bylaw - never by a resolution. 
All special actions, approvals, or prerequisites necessary for the 


Original bylaw are also necessary for any amending bylaw. 


12,3 When amending bylaws it is advisable to establish a system of 
notes on the original bylaw indicating that it has been amended or 
repealed. This can be done in many ways but the easiest is probably by 
the use of a rubber stamp or inked notation with wording such as "Repealed 


or Amended see bylaw no....". 


12.4 It 1s important to note that an amending or repealing bylaw 
cannot affect acquired rights. For example, an amended zoning bylaw could 
not create a zone to prohibit the continued operation of a trade that was 


not previously prohibited. 


13. ENFORCEMENT 


13.1 To be of value a bylaw must be enforced. If it is not going to 
be enforced there is little sense in passing it. The enforcement body 
will depend primarily on local circumstances and the type of bylaws 


involved, 


P32 Generally, the R.C.M.P. and provincial police forces will 
enforce band bylaws enacted under paragraphs 81(1)(b), (c), (d), (nm), and 
(o) and section 85.1. It is suggested that provincial police forces and 
band constables who are peace officers pursuant to an agreement with the 
provincial policing authority enforce the bylaws passed under these 
paragraphs, that create "quasi-criminal" offenses. Ifa “caval! typeof 
bylaw is involved (e.g., taxation, zoning, housing or residency), it may 
be useful to appoint a bylaw enforcement officer, as bylaws of this type 


often require special expertise or knowledge, such as in the construction 


field. 
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13.3 In order for punishment for breach of a bylaw to be imposed, a 
person must be found guilty of contravening a bylaw by a court of summary 
conviction proceedings. Neither the law enforcement body nor the band 
council has the right to decide that a person is guilty of violating a 


bylaw or the right to unilaterally impose a fine or any other punishment, 


13.4 Where a suspected violation of a "civil'' type bylaw has 
occurred, it is often reported to the council by the enforcement officer. 
The council may attempt to have the alleged violator correct the situation 
amicably. It is only when this fails that the enforcement officer 
proceeds to lay a charge which is to be prosecuted in the courts. 
Violations of the "“quasi-criminal" type of bylaw (e.g., traffic, law and 


order, etc.) normally proceed directly with the laying of a charge. 


13.5 Anyone may lay an information before a justice of the peace 
charging that someone has violated a bylaw. Where an enforcement officer 
is available it is suggested that the officer be requested to do so. 

Where there is no such officer the council could direct one of its members 
to lay the information. It is not necessary to be a peace officer ora 
police officer to lay such an information. It should be remembered 
however that costs may be involved in prosecuting the charge and the band 


council should be prepared to assume them. 


13.6 The method of laying an information is basically the same in all 
provinces. An information form is available from the local police 
detachment or provincial court, and must be completed in a specific manner 
and sworn before a justice of the peace. Assistance in completing such a 
form is available at the local police detachment. The justice then has 
the summons served on the person charged with the offence requiring him to 
appear before the presiding judge on the specified date and time when the 
matter is to be considered. The summons would normally be served by a 
police officer. At a later date, the case would be heard. The person 
laying the information will be required to attend together with any 


witnesses and such evidence as is necessary to support the charge will 
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have to be introduced into evidence. It is preferable that the council 
engages a lawyer to prosecute the case, especially if the accused proposes 


to plead not guilty to the charge. 


14, GENERAL COMMENTS 


14.1 Bylaws may be passed only on the subject matters enumerated 
under sections 81, 83 and 85.1 of the Act. Departmental officials will 


give a liberal interpretation to section 81. 


14.2 All bylaws should be accompanied by an affidavit either on the 
face of the bylaw or attached to it. The purpose of an affidavit is to 
prove that the document attached is a true copy of the bylaw. Affidavits 
must be signed in front of a commissioner for the taking of oaths 
appointed pursuant to provincial law or the Indian Act. The wording of 
the affidavit should be chosen according to whether it is part of or 


attached to the bylaw. 


14,3 The enforcement of bylaws is an exercise of the band council's 
authority and the department will not intervene in enforcement 


proceedings. 


14.4 The recording of a bylaw in the Departmental Register is an 
administrative process only. It does not imply any type of ministerial or 
departmental approval of the bylaw in whole or of any of its various 
clauses; nor does it make a bylaw "'a good law''. This question can only be 


determined by a court if and when the bylaw is challenged. 


14.5 Officers of the department will forward comments concerning the 
legal or technical aspects of a bylaw sent for recording or approval which 
may be of assistance to the council. It will remain the council's 


responsibility to consider these comments and to choose to act on them or

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14.6 The effective date of a bylaw is: 


a) for bylaws enacted under section 81, the date on which the 40 day 
period referred to in section 82 ends, unless disallowed by the 
Minister, or at any date the Minister declares it to be in force, 


prior to the 40 day period; 


b) for bylaws passed under section 83, the date on which the bylaw is 


approved by the Minister; 


c) for bylaws passed under section 85.1, the date on which the bylaw is 


enacted.
